Recovers in 
Manila 


Active wartime volunteers in 
American Red Cross chapters will 
bo presented with special insignia 
for “meritorious personal service.’’ 
World War n pins and stripes 
are now available at the Sierra 
Madre Chapter House for its local 
members. 

Red ribbon bars will be given 
to volunteers with 12 months’ ser¬ 
vice. To the bars will be added 
silver stripes denoting one or 
more units of 500 hours’ service 
■nd gold stripes denoting 5000 
hours. Volunteers with a mini¬ 
mum of 200 hours will receive 
certificates signed in facsimile by 
President Truman and Chairman 
O'Connor. All certificate holders 
may wear the new insignia, in the 
form of pins for women and but¬ 
tons for men, which bear the in¬ 
scription “World War II” below 
the familiar red cross. 

The World War II service pin 
is available to all workers who 
have been on duty in the United 
States. Similar insignia with the 
inscription “Overseas” are avail¬ 
able to those who have held as¬ 
signments abroad. 


MANILA One of the last U.S. 
Army casualties remaining under 
care in the Philippines, S/Sgt. 
Gale Hersey, grandson of Col. H. 
B. Hersey, retired U.S. Army of¬ 
ficer of Sierra Madre, is recover¬ 
ing from a badly infected finger 
and blistered feet received when 
he parachuted from a B-24 shot 
down by enemy fire over China 
a few weeks ago. The sergeant 
was nose turret gunner on the 
bomber which was on a flight 
from Mindoro. 

Chinese guerillas found all of 
the crew and escorted them out 
of enemy territory. Sgt. Hersey 
was immediately given treatment 
by Army doctors in China and 
three weeks later he was brought 
to the 60th General Hospital in 
Manila. 

The 60th General Hospital, 
where Hersey has been recuperat¬ 
ing. is one of the large hospitals 
set up in Manila to care for sick 
and wounded soldiers from all 
parts of the Western Pacific. Lo¬ 
cated in the picturesque San 
Bed a University buildings, the 
hospital provides an Ideal location 
for the convalescence of battle- 
weary patients. Ambulatory pa¬ 
tients gather in the cool corridors 
and inviting patios to play cards 
and cribbage, or to read. As their 
strength increases they are per¬ 
mitted to swim in the private 
pool or they may try their skill 
at handball or less strenuous 
games, all under the watchful eye 
of members of the U.S. Army 
Medical Department.

He was taken a prisoner of war 
but his parents were informed 
that he was missing in action 
and they heard nothing more until 
a year later, June, 1943, when 
they received a card from him 
that he was a war prisoner. He 
was kept in Davao, a Japanese 
prison camp, but when MacArthnr 
started for the Philippines the 
Japs loaded two ships with war 
prisoners, starting them for Japan 
One ship was blown up in Leyte 
Bay and the other went on tr 
Japan. Mr. and Mrs. Dickso*' 
were greatly worried at that time 
fearing that Ronald might be or 


one of the ships. He was, how¬ 
ever, but not the ill-fated one. 

Last week they read a list of 
prisoners released from Nagoya 
in Saipan, among which was an 
R. C. Lickson. A cable to Yoko¬ 
hama confirmed the spelling as 
Dickson and Roland returned the 
cable message himself, "Now on 
way home."

WILL FOUND PASSIONIST FATHERS 
RETREAT HOUSE AT SACRAMENTO 


EDITOR S NOTE -This portion of 
the paper will bp devoted to Informa¬ 
tion for service men returning to 
civilian life. We m urgent clipping 
this material each week and keeping 
it for the naan in your family who 
vrifl eventually return. 

In determining what his income 
lax liability Is for the years that 
he was in service, the veteran 
should bear in mind that in 1943 
$1500 of his service pay was tax- 
free. In addition he had the fol¬ 
lowing exemptions: 

For 1942-1943, $500 if single, 
or separated from his wife, and 
$1200 if married, plus $350 per 
dependent. 

For 1944, $500 if single, or 
$1000 if married, plus $500 per 
dependent. 

In determining what his service 
pay was he should include all ex¬ 
tra pay which he received, but 
not the allowance to his family, 
pensions, cash in lieu of subsist¬ 
ence or quarters and items of a 
similar nature. 

Most veterans should know 
what their tax liability is because 
of the fact that they were ex¬ 
cused from filing a return only 
in the event that they were out¬ 
side of the continental United 
States at or about the time that 
the returns were due, and they 
were given a limited time in 
which to make the returns. 

Most veterans undoubtedly 
know that they were excused from 
paying taxes while> in the service 
only in the event that their ser¬ 
vice interfered with their ability 
to pay tho tax. This period for 
naying the taxes, which are due, 
is extended after termination of 
their service only so long as they 
are financially unable to pay the 
tax, but not for a period longer 
than six months. 

As in other cases, the rights 
and liabilities of the veteran in 
each case depends upon the facts 
of his individual case. An In¬ 
quiry should be made regarding 
them. The collector’s office is 
happy to answer all questions. 

Another right that the veteran 
should he sure to take advantage 
of is his right under the State 
law to an additional exemption 
from property taxes. This he can 
take at the time his report of 
taxable property is made in the 
spring of the year.

When the U.S.S. New York, 
tough and unscathed, rated as the 
toughest and luckiest battleship 
of the U.S. Navy, docked Sep¬ 
tember 9 in Los Angeles Harbor 
with several hundred N.ivy men 
due for discharge, it brought 
memories to Lt. Comdr.

Storm prizes highly 
a page from the New York Times 
showing a full picture of the 
U.S.S. New York taken in the 
Firth of Forth. Scotland, January 
5, 1019, when he was a part of 
tho ship’s personnel. The shin at 
that time was the flagship of the 
6th P.attlc Sodn. tinder Admiral 
Bcattv of the British Navy. 
Comdr Storm, at that time a 
Lieutenant, 1.g„ is shown stand¬ 
ing near Admiral Beatty. 

The U.S.S. New York has gone 
through two wars, never having 
hoen hit hv an enemy shell. How¬ 
ever, she fired 11.000 rounds from 
her main and secondary batteries 
and 35.000 rounds from anti-air¬ 
craft batteries during 76 days and 
200 air-raid alerts at the bom¬ 
bardment of Okinawa. 


The Sierra Madre schools have 
shown tho customary increase in 
attendance this year.

Dark blue is prevailing. No 
matter how much the men of the 
fire department try to hide their 
feelings, there is not one of them 
who is fooling anyone. They are 
blue. Although it has been ex¬ 
pected for quite a while, the death 
of “Bob” Babbitt has nevertheless 
caused much sadness among the 
men. It seems only a few days 
ago that Bob was appointed as 
the representative of the fire de¬ 
partment to attend the meetings 
of the Pioneer Days committee. 
His report of that at the follow¬ 
ing meeting was complete and he 
was enthusiastic about it. No 
one thought at that time that he 
was to go to bed—not to get up. 
That was just like him. He never 
complained about anything. No 
one would ever know through the 
attitude of Bob as to his physical 
condition, or for that matter as 
to whether there was anything 
wrong. He never needed any help 
—ho was always wanting to help. 
It made no difference where you 
found him or at what time of 
day it might be, if you needed 
help of any sort and he was ca¬ 
pable of giving you that help, he 
was willing without waiting. 

Bob Joined the fire department 
in 1930. He was just a young¬ 
ster then. He took to the fire¬ 
men and the work Immediately. 
Tt was through his fine character 
that much of the noted fraternal- 
ism of the firemen developed. We 
can all recall several occasions 
when he was quick to intervene 
when two or more brother fire¬ 
men were about to get off the 
track. It is well known that he 
personally prevented fellows from 
allowing their feelings to reach 
estrangement. It was Bob’s cus¬ 
tom to call a “spade a spade” 
and when he was asked to give 
his opinion of an argument, you 
could depend it was his opinion. 
Ho told the truth according to 
his convictions. We needed him 


in the fire departtment. He was 
a balance wheel. None of .us will 
ever forget his many talks as he 
rose to his feet during the process 
of the meetings in the past years. 
If he failed to attend a drill or 
meeting it was because it was ab¬ 
solutely impossible because of a 
critical emergency or illness. He 
had his heart in the fire depart¬ 
ment work and the welfare of its 
members. His passing is a great 
loss not only to the fire depart¬ 
ment but to the city. During 
his illness, he constantly asked 
about the firemen and the work, 
and although he was fast growing 
weak, he urged his son to take 
him to answer a fire call. 

There were not many fire calls 
nor drills that Bob missed. The 
sound of a siren meant to Bob 
that someone was in trouble. It 
was his idea that where there 
was trouble, he must help. Hav¬ 
ing been trained in First Aid as 
a member of the firemen’s First 
Aid crew, he was always looked 
for at any emergency, and he was 
as much a part of the scene as the 
police, who were his close friends. 
Knowing his ability in first aid, 
the police always welcomed Bob 
where there might be call for 
such—and he seldom missed being 
present. He had a knack of 
reaching the scene among the 
first, a fire, auto accident, or a 
call for the resuscitator. 

If that old adage, “The good 
die young,” ever held good, it cer¬ 
tainly has in this case. Bob was 
a good man. Good in every re¬ 
spect. He lived for things that 
were good. His pleasure was to 
find something good to do. To 
the firemen he was considered 
the best there is. 

The writer, speaking for all 
the men of the fire department, 
feels that if there is a special 
place for good people, Bob will 
be among the highest honored. 
HE WAS A GOOD MAN.

SCIENTIST TO SPEAK AT 
PASADENA AUDITORIUM 

Dr. Gerald Wendt, eminent sci¬ 
entist and author, who is consult¬ 
ing editor in science and technol¬ 
ogy for Time, Life and Fortune, 
will speak on the future plans of 
American business at a meeting 
open to the public, which will be 
held at the Pasadena Civic Audi¬ 
torium September 24 at 8 p.m.

These are but 
a few of the principal interesting 
sights we enjoyed that late fore- | 
noon as typical of the great Ro- j 
man fortress and city which j 
flourished when Caesar wrote, 1 
‘‘All Gaul is divided into three 
parts”—for the enlightenment and 
‘‘mental discipline” of American 
high-school pupils 19 centuries 
later. Originally the city was 
surrounded by a wall of nearly 
four miles. 30 feet in height, and 
10 feet thick, with 10 large gates, 
two of which remain. One of 
them still bears a visible in¬ 
scription in honor of the Emperor 
Augustus, under whom it was 
built in 23 B.C. 

I One o’clock found us seated on 
the shady terrace of a fine res¬ 
taurant about 100 feet away from 
the amphitheatre’s 70-foot wall- 
noble. massive, and grim, built of 
huge blocks of native hard lime¬ 
stone put together without mor¬ 
tar, and taken, like the stones 
of the Pont du Gard, from quar¬ 
ries in the vicinity which still fur¬ 
nish material for modem build¬ 
ings. And there It stood when 
the city was ravaged by the Van¬ 
dals and again by the Visigoths 
in the early Christian era, and 
when Charles Martel filled it with 
flames to drive out the Sacarens, 
and here gathered the Catholic 
Crusaders for their expedition 
against the Albigenses in 1207. 
Later it exchanged hands in the 
civil wars between Burgundian 
and French kings, and in 1815 
its stout battlements failed to 
save the Bonapartes and Protes¬ 
tants of Nimes from pillage and 
massacre by Trestaillon and his 
bandits. Yes, this ancient circus- 
fortress fairly exudes history, 
memories, and ghosts, successfully 
resisting destruction throughout 
two milleniums of alternating war 
and peace. But from now on 
there is always the possibility 
that some peaceful summer eve¬ 
ning it may in one split second 
of time be pulverized bevond all 
recognition, along with the good 
people of Nimes. bv some form 
of "improved" Atomic Bomb. Yea, 
brother, science can perform mir¬ 
acles! 

All around us the good people 
of Nimes and visitors like our¬ 
selves were peacefully enjoying 
the best of French cooking, visible

It hardly seems possible that coast-to-coasi air-man service im* 
been in operation for a quarter of a century already. But It was on 
September 8, 1920, that the transcontinental air-mail flights were 
inaugurated. 

Early that morning the first cross-country air-mail left Mineola. 
NY It reached San Francisco in mid-afternoon of September 11 
3^’days later. Air-mail planes in those days were open-cockpit 
type which carried a pilot and 400 pounds of mail. They traveled 
about 90 miles an hour, and in the early stages of the service flew 
only by day. Trains carried the mail overnight to the next point 
where it could be picked up by another plane. 

The first route from New York to San Francisco followed the 
original "Pathway of the Pioneers” as it has been called, touching 
Cleveland, Chicago and Omaha on the way. Today the United Air 
Lines which now flies that route reports that since it took over in 
1927 it has flown 70.800 coast-to-coast flights over this “air trail 
alone. On these flights it carried 124,000,000 pounds of mail, 44,- 
000,000 pounds of air express and nearly 4,000,000 passengers. 

Although today’s aircraft would dwarf those which carried the 
mail 25 years ago, these in turn will be dwarfed by the newer, faster 
and larger sky ships which will soon be introduced. They will have 
four engines, carry 5500 pounds of mail and cargo and accommodate 
52 passengers. Letters leaving one coast will arrive at the other 
about 914 hours later. Compare that with 83 hours a quarter cen¬ 
tury ago. 

Yes, the past 25 years have witnessed great progress in air 
transportation, but the next 25 years give promise of things far 
greater still. 

Bring the Boys Home — Now! 

The best solution to the problem of maintaining armies of occu¬ 
pation in Germany and Japan over a period of years is to replace 
our fighting veterans with volunteers instead of draftees. 

The draft would no longer be necessary if the Army would pay 
a wage comparable to the average civilian job wage. Making the 
peace-time soldier worthy of his hire would induce many young men 
now in the Army to make the service a career, and would attract 
civilian volunteers in sufficient numbers to make any form of draft 
unnecessary. 

We trust that Congress, now in session, will give the plan con¬ 
sideration. Meanwhile, we reluctantly agree with President Truman 
that the draft must be continued for the time being, since it is the 
only legal method for guaranteeing sufficient replacements. 

The prime consideration, certainly, is to bring home swiftlv 
the men who have fought this war for us all. They’ve done more 
than their full duty, and deserve the earliest possible chance at 
post-war opportunities in business and employment. The pay plan 
seems best for the war veteran, fair to the peace-time recruits— 
and generally more American.

AROUND AND ABOUT

Carree” (the Square House)—] 
with seemingly rare lack of logic, 
for its length is almost twice its 
width, 83x42 feet. But the term 
may have some metaphysical 
meaning, such as we have when 
we say that an idea or a person 
is "four-square” with a tone of 
admiration or even reverence; for 
this building, with its exquisite 
proportions, its golden-gray mar¬ 
ble, and its noble portico of 10 
slender Corinthian columns is a 
jewel of architecture and justly 
deserves its reputation as one of 
the most beautiful buildings cre¬ 
ated by the ancient Romans. Fit¬ 
tingly, it contains a collecttion of 
Roman sculptures and coins. 

Wandering about under the 
shade trees in the area of which 
the amphitheatre is the center, 
we constantly came upon other 
wonders which remain of what 
must have been one of the most 
important Roman cities in Gaul. 
We saw the ruins of the Ny- 
mphaeum, one of those numerous 
temples by which the ancient 
Greeks and Romans showed solid 
appreciation of the nymphs, those 
graceful and lovely creatures of 
the woods, whose perfect and nat¬ 
ural feminine proportions were 
then, and remain, man’s ideal of 
woman and woman’s ideal of at¬ 
tainment. Near the Nymphaeum 
we saw traces of the geat reser¬ 
voir which once held the water 
brought by the aqueduct of the 
Pont du Gard, and the Great 
Tower, truncated now, by time 
and sieges, to a bare 92 feet in 
height, the oldest upstanding ruin 


NIMES— Where two Worlds. 
Meet—II. Our morning’s inspec¬ 
tion of the wonderful Pont du 
Gard proved a fitting prelude for 
our noonday visit to the lively 
city of Nimes, modern in every 
sense, yet richer in Roman an¬ 
tiquities than any other city in 
Europe with the exception of 
Rome. Our first impression was 
of the fine shade trees every¬ 
where and of the abundance of 
open watter in movement. Our 
large tourist car drew up in the 
center of the city and alongside 
the huge Roman amphitheatre, 
which is still in an excellent state 
of preservation, so that it can 
apparently still accommodate 
nearly all of the 24.000 spectators 
for which it was built 18 cen¬ 
turies ago. Today it is regularly 
used, among other things, for 
bull-fights—due perhaps to the 
comparative proximity of Nimes 
to Spain. 

Within easy walking distance of 
the amphitheatre, and circled by 
heavily shaded boulevards, said to 
be built upon the walls of the 
ancient Roman fortifications, our 
gaze in every direction was ex¬ 
cited by structures conspicuous by 

modern 


evidence of ... 

based upon peaceful trade and in¬ 
dustry which originated at the 
end of the middle ages when a 
colony of silk makers came in 
from Lombardy and Tuscany and 
showed the French how to make 
fine Italian silk. Our dinner ar¬ 
rived and it was such a French 
masterpiece that I later recorded 
the menu in mv journal; hors-d’ 
eouvre of chilled ham. butter, and 
ripe olives, iced langouste (the 
French lobster, smaller than ours 
but just as delicious), Kronstadt 
Mouglas (which turned out to be 
a succulent creamed meat baked 
in a shell of pastry that surren¬ 
dered with no resistance), an 
entree-cote grille (a tender mor¬ 
sel of beefsteak such as one sees 
only in dreams nowadays), and 
freshly made hot potato chips, 
light as the down on a goose. 
Supported by sparkling wine 
Chateau des Papes and benisoned 
by a dessert of large fresh red 
cherries, bitter-sweet, this meal 
really deserved the high-falutin 
word “repast" and as such it lin¬ 
gers in my memory. 

There was also on each table 
a notice of the bullfight to be 
held that afternoon in the amphi¬ 
theatre. But our day’s schedule 
was no respecter of bullfights.
